Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  the  Progress  Report  for  the 
year  1932 : 

Dredging 

Earth  and  rock  dredging  were  carried  out  in  1932  in  different  parts  of  the 
Harbour,  providing  for  navigation  depth  in  conformity  with  the  requirement  of  the 
New  Welland  Canal.  Approximately  1  13,000  cubic  yards  of  rock  and  570,000  cubic 
yards  of  earth  were  removed  by  contract;  and  124,000  cubic  yards  of  general  dredging 
was  done  departmentally. 

Construction 

The  rehabilitation  of  the  old  Sea  Wall  (approximately  3,000  feet  in  length) 
situated  in  front  of  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  Grounds,  together  with  a  shore 
protection  of  800  feet  addition  to  the  westerly  end  of  this  wall,  was  approved  by  the 
City  Council  late  in  the  fall  of  1931.  1  his  work  was  commenced  on  22nd  December. 

1931,  and  carried  on  as  an  unemployment  relief  measure,  was  continued  during  the 
winter  months  of  1932  and  ensuing  summer  and  completed  by  the  24th  August,  1932, 
on  which  date  the  new  Sea  Wall  was  formally  handed  over  by  the  Commissioners  to 
His  Worship  Mayor  W.  J.  Stewart  and  Members  of  City  Council.

Closures  were  also  provided  in  the  gaps  of  the  Government  Breakwater  op¬ 
posite  the  Exhibition  Sea  Walk  which  assured  reasonably  quiet  water  between  the 
Sea  Wall  and  the  Breakwater  for  any  aquatic  features  that  might  be  considered. 

The  construction  of  the  Sea  Wall  consisted  of  wooden  cribs  sunk  in  line  and 
levelled  and  filled  with  low-grade  concrete  and  gravel.  These  cribs  were  40-feet  long, 
8-feet  wide  and  ranging  from  4-feet  to  6-feet  in  depth.  Ninety  of  these  cribs  were 
placed,  on  which  were  set  700  concrete  blocks,  5-feet  long,  3-feet  high  and  3-feet  wide 
and  weighing  approximately  three  tons  apiece.  Mass  concrete  was  then  placed  on 
the  top  and  finished. 

The  closures  for  the  gaps  in  the  Government  Breakwater  were  carried  out  by 
means  of  semi-open  cribs,  that  is,  every  alternate  course  left  open.  The  placement 
of  four  "angle'  cribs  of  solid  construction  provided  means  of  access  to  the  waters 
behind  the  wall,  at  the  same  time  affording  protection  against  the  wave  action. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  rectification  of  the  Sea  Wall,  the  800-foot  Extension, 
and  closures  in  the  Government  Breakwater,  was  $436,500.  The  work  was  carried 
out  well  within  this  estimate. 

Industrial 

1  he  carrying  out  of  the  conveyancing  pursuant  to  the  Viaduct  Agreement  of 
November,  1924,  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  area  of  the  Central  Harbour  Ter¬ 
minals,  which,  including  all  lands  acquired  to  31st  December,  1932,  now  contains 
372.76  acres  between  Bathurst  Street  and  Parliament  Street.

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It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  move  the  westerly  limit  of  the  Central  Har¬ 
bour  Terminals  further  west  by  transferring  to  the  Central  Section  from  the  Western 
Section  all  the  lands  lying  south  of  the  Boulevard  Drive  and  east  of  the  westerly 
limit  of  the  lands  of  the  Tip  Top  Tailors  Limited  and  the  southerly  production  of  same 
to  the  north  side  of  the  Western  Channel,  together  with  a  portion  of  Fleet  Street  west 
of  Bathurst  Street  and  the  industrial  lands  fronting  thereon  on  its  north  side.  The  above 
contains  42.87  acres  exclusive  of  any  park  lands  or  any  part  of  the  Boulevard  Drive 
and  now  makes  a  grand  total  of  415.63  acres  in  the  Central  Harbour  Terminals. 

The  area  of  lands,  formerly  vacant,  which  were  placed  under  lease  in  1932 
comprised  28.066  acres,  valued  at  $  1 ,059,770.00  to  which  must  be  added  the  increased 
value  of  renewed  leases,  $117,438.00,  making  a  total  of  $  1 , 1 77,208.00  for  the  year.

The  total  value  of  lands  disposed  of  from  1926  to  1932  inclusive  amounts  to  $8,1 99, - 
959.00,  having  averaged  $1,171,422.00  annually  during  that  period. 

The  lands  disposed  of  in  1932  were  by  lease  only;  they  consisted  entirely  of 
waterfront  properties  and  their  disposal  was  the  direct  result  of  the  ability  of  1  oronto 
Harbour  to  accommodate  the  large  Upper  Great  Lakes'  vessels  which,  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  new  Welland  Ship  Canal,  were  unable  to  reach  Toronto  Harbour. 

Coal  Companies,  having  realized  the  saving  to  be  derived  from  the  use  of  the 
large  Upper  Lakes’  self-unloaders  in  the  transportation  of  coal  and  coke,  again  in¬ 
creased  their  lease  holdings  on  the  Ship  Channel  and  one  new  firm  acquired  land  on 
the  east  and  south  sides  of  the  Turning  Basin  all  of  which  made  a  total  of  16.57  acres 
for  coal  and  coke  storage  purposes  and  was  divided  as  follows;

The  total  holdings  of  all  coal  companies  are  now  approximately  forty-seven 
and  one-half  acres. 

The  1  ank  Storage  Company  Limited  leased  2.66  acres  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Ship  Channel  on  which  they  are  erecting  oil  and  gasoline  storage  tanks. 

4  he  4  ransport  Oil  Company  Limited  leased  7.57  acres  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Ship  Channel  on  which  they  arc  erecting  oil  and  gasoline  storage  tanks. 

The  Canadian  Dredging  Company  Limited  have  leased  1.26  acres  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Ship  Channel  for  a  Marine  Yard. 

1  he  expansion  of  the  industrial  areas  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  their  assessed 
value  which  increased  from  $1,976,804.00  in  1912  to  $20,249,000.00  in  1932.  During 
the  same  period  the  City,  under  its  guarantee  of  bonds,  has  advanced  to  The  Toronto 
Flarbour  Commissioners  the  sum  of  $5,390,274.00  and  has  received  in  general  taxes

from  the  occupied  Harbour  properties  created  and  developed  by  the  Harbour  Com¬ 
missioners  $4,505,442.00. 

The  taxes  receivable  by  the  City  from  the  assessment  of  $20,249,000.00  on  the 
occupied  Harbour  properties  in  1932,  based  on  the  rate  of  33.4  mills,  is  $676,316.00. 

The  redemption  of  bonds  to  31st  December,  under  the  Sinking  Fund  provi¬ 
sions,  total  $4,512,000.00,  the  net  debt  on  that  date  being  $22,488,000.00. 

There  are  now  84  establishments  located  on  Harbour  industrial  lands  represent¬ 
ing  an  investment  of  approximately  $36,750,000.00  in  land,  buildings  and  equipment. 

The  completed  improvements  of  Toronto  Harbour  combined  with  the  new 
Welland  Ship  Canal  and  Toronto's  geographic  location  as  a  distributing  centre  are 
directly  responsible  for  the  continued  increase  in  the  waterborne  traffic  of  Toronto 
Harbour. 

The  greatest  increase  was  in  coal  which  totalled  1,062,994  tons  as  compared 
with  560,317  tons  in  1931,  an  increase  of  502,647  tons.  The  shipments  of  coal  in 
1932  arrived  from  three  directions  and  the  quantities  were  as  follows: 

(1)  803,541  tons  from  the  south  and  west  via  the  new'  Welland  Ship 

Canal ; 

(2)  225,929  tons  from  Great  Britain,  Nova  Scotia  and  Montreal  via 

the  St.  Lawrence  Canals  and 

(3)  33,524  tons  from  United  States'  Ports  on  the  south  side  of  Lake 

Ontario. 

An  interesting  feature  in  the  waterborne  coal  business  of  Toronto  Harbour  is 
the  ever-increasing  number  of  dealers  receiving  coal  by  w'ater;  in  1932  they  numbered 
sixteen  as  compared  with  ten  in  1931  and  four  in  1930.

Crude  oil,  fuel  oil  and  gasoline  totalling  approximately  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  million  gallons  was  brought  to  Toronto  by  the  two  oil  refineries  and  the 
five  tank  storage  companies  located  in  the  Eastern  Harbour  Terminals  all  of  which 
have  dockage  facilities  and  railway  sidings. 

To  the  hundreds  of  articles  included  in  the  term  merchandise  new  names  are 
added  yearly;  thus  we  find  in  October,  1932,  the  first  shipment  of  Moler  Earth  to 
Canada,  arriving  in  Toronto  Harbour  direct  from  Denmark.  It  is  used  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  interlocking  tile. 

Direct  shipments  to  and  from  European  countries  marked  Toronto's  water¬ 
borne  trade  this  year.  In  addition  to  Moler  Earth  from  Denmark,  several  shipments 
of  tin-plate  and  coal  arrived  direct  from  Swansea,  Wales.  Coal  tar  pitch  was  shipped 
from  an  industry  in  the  Eastern  Harbour  Terminals  direct  to  Rochefort,  France  and 
to  Swansea,  Wales. 

Molasses,  not  heretofore  appearing  on  Harbour  Manifests  reached  Toronto 
from  Weehauken,  N.J.,  via  the  Hudson  River  and  Erie  Canal;  oyster  shells  and

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phosphates  came  from  Boston  via  the  same  Canal;  Aluminum  from  Port  Alfred, 
Quebec;  Sugar  from  Halifax  and  Potatoes,  hitherto  an  entirely  railborne  article, 
came  by  water  this  year  from  Nova  Scotia.  Several  cargoes  of  Nova  Scotia  coal 
were  also  received. 

Lowered  transportation  rates  made  possible  by  waterborne  competition  in  the 
handling  of  coal,  oil  and  other  commodities  have  resulted  in  a  saving  to  consumers  of 
at  least  $750,000.00. 

In  connection  with  the  continued  expansion  of  waterborne  traffic  in  and  out 
of  Toronto  Harbour  one  is  reminded  of  the  remarks  made  by  Sir  Alexander  Gibb,

G.B.E.,  C.B.,  Consulting  Engineer  of  the  British  Admiralty,  who  made  a  tour  of 
Toronto  Harbour  on  the  Tug  Rouille,  in  the  Fall  of  1931.  Addressing  the  Empire 
Club  at  the  Royal  York  Hotel  afterwards,  he  said ;  "A  tour  of  your  Harbour  gives  one 
the  feeling  that  it  is  well  managed  and,  even  in  these  times  of  depression,  one  forms 
the  opinion  that  it  is  prosperous." 

"Your  Harbour  is  sheltered  and  there  seems  to  be  plenty  of  room  for  expan¬ 
sion.  One  of  the  great  points  about  it  is  its  hinterland.  It  is  one  of  the  first  factors 
that  a  Harbour  must  have  to  be  efficient.  I  say  that  when  certain  things  happen 
Toronto  will  be  a  very  much  more  important  part  of  the  Dominion  than  it  is  to-day.

Port  Returns 


Navigation  was  opened  on  6th  April  with  the  arrival  of  the  S.S.  Coalhaven, 
Captain  Percy  Beatty,  Master,  with  a  cargo  of  bituminous  coal  from  Charlotte,  N.Y., 
consigned  to  1  he  P .  P.  Weaver  Coal  Co.,  Limited,  the  Coalhaven  is  a  canal  size 
self-unloading  vessel  owned  by  the  Canada  Steamship  Lines  Limited;  Captain 
Beatty  was  presented  with  the  Harbour  Master’s  hat  for  officially  opening  the  navi¬ 
gation  of  this  Port. 

Navigation  closed  on  12th  December,  on  which  date  the  S.S.  Winona  arrived 
light  from  Port  Colborne  and  the  S.S.  Poplarbay  cleared  light  for  Kingston. 

The  Welland  Ship  Canal  was  opened  to  navigation  on  15th  April  and  on 
17th  April  the  S.S.  Dow'  Chemical,  a  self-unloading  steamer  with  a  discharge  capacity 
of  1,100  tons  per  hour  arrived  from  Buffalo  with  7,000  tons  of  coal  consigned  to  the 
Rochester  and  Pittsburg  Coal  Co.,  Limited.  This  steamer,  the  Thunder  Bay  Quar¬ 
ries  and  the  Diamond  Alkali,  her  two  sister  ships,  the  Midland  Prince,  a  large  self¬ 
unloader  belonging  to  the  Canada  Steamship  Lines,  and  many  other  large  United 
States  self-unloaders,  made  several  trips  to  I  oronto  Harbour  with  cargoes  of  coal 
running  between  7,000  tons  and  9,000  tons.  These  steamers,  heretofore,  confined 
to  traffic  on  the  Upper  Lakes,  range  from  475  feet  to  525  feet  long  and  have  been 
enabled,  by  the  opening  of  the  Welland  Ship  Canal,  to  take  advantage  of  the  facil¬ 
ities  afforded  by  the  Toronto  Harbour  Improvements. 

Navigation  to  Montreal  and  points  east  commenced  w  ith  the  opening  of  the 
Lachine  Canal  on  26th  April.

The  first  vessel  to  arrive  from  the  east  was  the  S.S.  Moyra,  on  1st  May, 
with  a  cargo  of  Sugar  from  Halifax. 

Three  new  vessels  joined  the  fleet  of  Toronto  ships  this  year,  the  S.S.  Brit- 
amlube,  the  S.S.  Britamoco  and  the  S.S.  Lakeshell;  the  S.S.  Britamlube  and  S.S. 
Britamoco  were  built  at  the  Furness  Yards  in  England  for  the  British  American  Oil 
Company,  Limited;  the  S.S.  Britamlube  arrived  at  Toronto  on  6th  May  with  a  cargo 
of  543,000  imperial  gallons  of  crude  oil  and  the  S.S.  Britamoco  on  21st  June  with  a 
cargo  of  560,000  imperial  gallons  of  crude  oil.  The  S.S.  Lakeshell  was  built  at  the 
yards  of  Swan,  Hunter  &  Richardson  at  Wallsend-on-Tyne,  England,  for  the  Domin¬ 
ion  Tanker  Company  and  arrived  at  Toronto  on  10th  May  with  a  cargo  of  267,000 
imperial  gallons  of  gasoline  consigned  to  the  Shell  Oil  Company  of  Canada,  Limited. 

The  S.S.  Hickerol,  an  oil  tanker  chartered  from  the  Royal  Fleet  Auxiliary 
Service  by  the  Sun  Oil  Company  Limited,  arrived  in  1  oronto  on  1st  June  with  a 
cargo  of  gasoline.  On  her  way  to  Toronto  she  struck  the  Ironsides  Shoal  near  Brock- 
ville  causing  a  leak  in  one  of  her  gasoline  tanks.  Before  entering  4  oronto  Harbour

she  anchored  off  Simcoe  Park  and  after  temporary  repairs  were  made  proceeded  to 
her  dock  in  the  Ship  Channel. 

On  the  night  of  4th  June  the  U.S.S.  Peary,  of  Arctic  and  Antarctic  fame, 
now  engaged  in  a  Hydrographic  survey  of  Lake  Ontario  for  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment,  arrived  in  Toronto  Harbour  and  cleared  in  the  early  morning  of  6th  June. 

An  explosion  causing  the  death  of  one  man,  occurred  11th  June  on  the  Oil 
Tanker  A.  J.  Patmore.  She  was  loaded  with  418,000  gallons  of  gasoline  consigned 
to  the  Sun  Oil  Company,  Limited,  at  whose  dock  she  was  lying  when  the  explosion 
took  place.  Enquiry  failed  to  elicit  any  information  as  to  the  cause  of  the  explosion. 

Vessels  entering  the  Harbour  in  1932  numbered  2,310  with  a  net  tonnage  of 
2,678, 1  3  1  tons,  as  compared  with  2,507  vessels  in  193  1  with  a  net  tonnage  of  2,553,549 
tons  and  2,143  vessels  totalling  2,100,195  in  1930.  It  wall  be  noticed  that  the  number 
of  vessels  entering  the  Harbour  in  1932  w'as  197  less  than  that  of  1931,  and  that  the 
tonnage  of  1932  is  124,582  tons  in  excess  of  that  of  1931.  This  increase  in  net  ton¬ 
nage  is  the  direct  effect  of  the  new'  Welland  Ship  Canal.

An  analysis  of  the  above  summary  shows  a  marked  increase  in  fuels  originating 
within  the  Empire,  the  total  quantity  of  which  was  237,121  tons  in  1932,  an  amount 
more  than  ten  times  that  of  1928  and  11,000  tons  in  excess  of  all  waterborne  coal 
entering  the  Harbour  in  1930. 

The  benefit  of  the  New  Welland  Ship  Canal  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that 
several  large  Upper  Lake  vessels  were  enabled  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  The  Toronto  Harbour  Improvements.  These  vessels  made  140  trips  in

The  Main  Station  at  the  foot  of  Rees  Street  was  operated  by  two  shifts,  day 
and  night,  throughout  the  year.

Sub-stations  and  Beaches  wrerc  in  operation  at  Leuty  Avenue,  Simcoe  Park, 
(Sherry  Street  Beach  and  Sunnyside  Beach  from  1st  May  to  15th  October;  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Humber  River  from  1st  May  to  2nd  October;  at  Ward's  Island,  Centre 
Island  Beach  and  the  Western  Sandbar  from  1  1th  June  to  20th  September. 
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The  new  Bathing  Station,  built  by  the  City  at  the  foot  of  Cherry  Street,  was 
formally  opened  by  his  Worship  Mayor  W.  J,  Stewart  on  21st  July. 

Standards  were  erected  at  intervals  along  the  bathing  beaches  from  which 
red  cones  are  displayed  as  a  danger  signal  whenever  there  is  an  undertow  rendering 
bathing  dangerous. 

I  he  public  were  made  aware  of  this  provision  through  the  medium  of  the 
public  press.

The  bathing  areas  at  Sunnyside  Pavilion;  Children's  Area,  Sunnyside ;  Sunny- 
side  Beach,  Olympic  Island  and  Simcoe  Park  were  roped  off  and  buoyed  as  in  other 
years;  in  addition  piles  were  driven  at  the  foot  of  Cherry  Street  opposite  the  new 
Bathing  Station  and  the  area  enclosed  by  them  roped  and  buoyed  for  the  protection 
of  bathers. 

A  summary  of  the  drowning  accidents  within  the  City  limits  shows  that  six 
were  drowned  by  falling  unnoticed  from  a  dock  or  vessel  into  the  waters  of  the 
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LIFE  SAVING  SPEED  BOAT  ANSWERING  EMERGENCY  CALL 

south  of  the  approach  to  the  Western  Entrance,  during 


Harbour,  four  were  from 
capsized  boats,  three 
from  heart  failure,  one 
from  cramps,  one  from 
exhaustion  and  one  from 
breaking  through  the  ice. 

Two  triple  drownings 
occurred  in  June  within 
one  week  of  one  another, 
one  inside  of,  and  one 
outside  of  the  City  Limits 
and  were  the  major  acci¬ 
dents  of  the  year.  The 
outstanding  rescue  was 
that  of  six  dinghy  sailors 
who  were  rescued  from 
their  boats  which  had 
capsized  in  the  Lake 
a  storm  on  Dominion  Day. 


Credit  is  due  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  for  the 
manner  in  which  they 
comported  themselves 
when  the  oil  tanker  "A. 
J.  Patmore"  exploded 
and  caught  on  fire  while 
tied  up  in  the  Ship  Chan¬ 
nel  on  Saturday,  11th 
June.  Boats  from  the 
Main  Station  were  dis¬ 
patched  and  were  the 
first  to  reach  the  scene 
of  the  accident.  Board¬ 
ing  the  boat,  a  search 
was  commenced  for  vic¬ 
tims  but  none  could  be 
found.  Scarcely  had  the 
men  left  the  boat  when  a 
second  explosion  took 
place.

Patmore  crew  revealed  one  man  missing.  After  several  more  explosions,  the 
hire  Department  were  able  to  extinguish  the  fire  and  a  more  thorough  search  was 
made  without  success.  One  leg  was  found  inland  a  considerable  distance  while  the 
badly  maimed  trunk  of  the  man  was  recovered  from  the  Ship  Channel  by  the  crew 
using  drags. 

Of  the  one  hundred  persons  rescued  during  the  season,  thirty-nine  were  taken 
from  capsized  sail  boats,  row  boats  and  canoes;  twenty-seven  were  bathers  who  had 
got  into  difficulties;  tw'enty-one  were  picked  up  from  dismasted  sail  boats,  burning 
motor  boats,  broken  down  launches  and  canoes  and  row  boats  rendered  unmanage¬ 
able  by  squalls  and  off  shore  winds;  and  three  were  non-swimmers  who  had  accidently 
fallen  into  the  water.

With  the  object  of  recovering  the  bodies  of  the  victims  of  drowning  accidents, 
eight  out-of-town  calls,  made  at  the  request  of  the  out-of-town  officials  of  the  various 
localities,  were  responded  to,  viz.: — Sturgeon  Lake;  Lake  Wilcox;  Erinclale;  St. 
Marys;  Pine  Pond  near  Woodstock;  Lake  Kooshag,  Haliburton;  Musselman's  Lake, 
and  Larder  Lake,  Northern  Ontario. 

The  first  patrol  boat  was  placed  in  commission  on  21st  April  and  the  last  boat 
was  taken  out  of  service  on  the  15th  December.  Four  patrols  were  maintained  daily 
during  the  busy  months  and  a  total  of  989  patrols  were  made  by  boats  from  the 
Main  Station. 
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The  patrolling  of  the  beaches  east  of  the  Eastern  Channel,  at  Sunnyside  and 
the  Humber  was  carried  out  daily  during  the  season  by  the  Life  Guards  located  at  the 
different  sub-stations  while  additional  men  and  boats  were  provided  by  the  Main 
Station  for  regattas,  swimming  races  and  other  aquatic  events  held  in  these  localities. 


All  rowing,  canoeing  and  sailing  events,  together  with  the  Marathon  Swim¬ 
ming  Races  held  by  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  Association  on  their  new 
Regatta  Course  and  the  Lake  in  front  of  the  Exhibition  Grounds  were  policed  by  the

men  and  boats  of  the  Life  Saving  and  Police  Patrol  Service,  which  furnished  all  the 
necessary  protecton  to  the  contestants  in  these  competitions. 


Examinations  were  conducted  by  a  qualified  examiner,  and  each  member  of 
the  service  tested  not  only  as  to  his  ability  in  the  practical  work  but  also  as  to  his 
knowledge  of  the  theoretical  work  of  artificial  respiration.  The  result  of  the  examin¬ 
ations  found  each  and  every  member  proficient. 
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The  average  number  of  persons  rescued  from  drowning  per  year  for  the  past 
ten  years  is  one  hundred  and  thirty.  The  average  expenditure  per  year  by  the  City 
of  Toronto  for  the  same  period  is  $59,585.00.
